It. Subject has presented himself at CIC Selb several tl^s during the 
course of thfe last fevr months, claiming to have been §) p'roached by Czech intelli- 
gence with of fors of employment , GEIPEL denied any activities on behalf of 
Czech inieiligence, however, he stated he wished to work for CIC. Due to 
SubjectVs shady reputation, his requests Were refused, and he was advised that 
any^^ activity oh his part on behalf of Czech intelligence would lead to his 
prosecution, (F-6)

6» On 9 July 195l> records of the Hof HICOQ Courts, Hof HICuG Resident 
Office, and the Rehau IIICOG Rpsident Office were checked by the \mderoi<ined 
Agent and no derogatory inforination vms foimd# (B-2) 

7. On 9 July 1951^!^* FENZEL, County Registrat, Rehau, was inter- 

viewed. He stated that he had occasion to observe and talk to Subject in May 
1951, when Subject attempted to secure an increase in the space of his living 
qxiarters in Fassmansreuth, House 81. Subject stated that he was presently 
working for American authorities, and waved papers In front of FENZEL in order 
to impress FENZEL and to secure approval of his request for increased living 
space. FEN2HEI. stated that Subject vrould not allov/ him to closely examine 

the papers purportedly substantiating Subject's claim of working for US 
authorities. FENZEL further stated that Subject bears an unsavory reputation 
in the Rehau area and is strongly suspected of being a blackmarketeer and 
smuggler. Subject previously worked as a salesman for a Hof liquor and wine 
concern, but v/as believed b^ FENZEL to have lost his Job because he had ralsued 
company funds. Subject is said to be feared by hie landlady, and gossip has 
It that he is known to possess a gun. FENZEL was of the opinion that Subject's 
activities are well known to Bavarian border authorities, (F-3) 

8. On 9 July 195l}^Arthur Lft.NO, Rree (U5l/P09), House 29, an investigator 
for the Registrar's Office (Housing Section) of Rehau County, was intervie-i*jed. 

He corroborated, substantially, the information given by Dr. FENZEL, In 
addition,. LftNQ stated that Subject makes frequent trips to Bamberg (H5X/02h) 
and Coburg .(M5 i/) 28) on unknown errands. lANG believes Subject to be a 
smuggler because he is seen constantly in possession of large suras of money, 
but has no apparent means of livelihood. (F-6) 

9. On 9 July ly5li^eorg HOFFfMNN, Rehau, Sophienstrasse 9a, a clerk in 

the 0ity Office of Rehau, ivas interviewed. He corroborated, substantially, 
informaticn as given by Dr, REMZEL and LANG. HOFfiArft^ believed Subject to be 
well known to Bavarian Border Police because of his border activities. He 
fiorther corroborated information as given regarding Subject's possessing money 
without visible means of support. Subject's 3a st position was as salesman for a 
Hof wine concern. Subject's ifiorttu'/' ’Johanna QEIPEL, ‘ Bamberg, Hammer leinstrasse 17, 
is believed to be employed by US authorities in Bamberg, (B-3) 

10. On 9 July 1951, August NAGEL, Oberkommissar, Bavarian Border Police, 
Rehaus Post, was inteiuriewed. He stated that Subject was personally known to 
him and that Subject v/as a person not to be trusted. However, Subject is not 
known to be in difficulties ^vith the police, nor has he been known to have 
illegally crossed the borcer into CSR, NAGEL was of the opinion that while 
Subject would dabble in blackmarket and smuggling activity, he would not vrork 
for the CSR as an agent. LANG stated that Subject was previously employed by an 
American intalllgencc unit; he believed that Subject v/as fired in 1950 for 
liaving misued funds entrusted to him, NAGEL could gj"e no further i^ormation 
regarding the cirovimstances of the incident, NAGEL further stated that Subject 
was recently fired from his position as salesman for a Hof v/in? concern on the 





ground that he ernbezzled or misued company funds. Subject bears an unsavory 
reputation in the neighborhoodi and NAQEL believes that he would bear watching; 
he based his opinion upon the fact that Subject could be persuaded to "do 
anything for money. " . (B-3) 

11. On 9 July 1951, Agent "A" was interviewed. He stated that he had occasion 
to talk to Subject several months ago, when Subject came to his office to seek 
work for American intelligence. Subject stated that he had been employed ITom 

19l|8 to 1950 by another US intelligence organization and claimed that his 
release had been effected to cover shortages in funds itdiich were the.fatilt of an 
American member of the organization and Subject had suffered the disgrace of being 
branded a thief. Subject stated that he had been approached to work for Czech 
intelligence, but gave no details. Suoject was reminded of his delicate position, 
and cautioned, that engaging in such activities would make him liable to prosecution. 
Subject promised to be cooperative and frurther stated that he would make Agent "A" 
cognisant of any further attempts by the Ceechs to reciruit hilm. Subject offered 
to work for Agent "A" and volunteered to go into GSR on any mission. Subject 
stated that he had contacts .in Prague And that his previous Job for American intelli- 
gence had been to run and supervise a net for the gathering of intelligence on 
behalf of the US Forces, Subject was told that his services could not be utilized,

‘ 13. CEIPEL again contacted CIC Selb on 10 July 195l, and stated t ’lat he had 

been again approached by Czech intelligence, but still refused to give details. 

He repeated that he was innocent of any illegal espionage activity. He was again 
X cautioned against engaging in any activity on behalf of Czech intelligence, (F-6)
